Efforts to Get Lewis’ Version of 
the Trouble Fail—Plaintiff 
Is in San Francisco. 





Herbert C. Chivers, a former St. 
Louisan, now of San Francisco, an arch- 
itest, filed a slander suit for $250,000 
against E. G. Lewis Monday, and a suit 
for $94,661.14 for services 
against Lewis and the Lewis Publish- 
ing Co. 

Chivers rlleges in his petitions that he 
drew the plans for the Womae’s Maga- 
zine Building, the Lewis residence and 
many other buildings in University City. 

In the slander suit he declares that 
Lewis applied to him epithets in the 
presence of a reporter for a commer- 


professional 


cial agency and other persons, as the 
result of which his income has been 


cut from $20,000 a year to $6000. He al- 
leges that he has lost $150,000. since 1906 
on account of this. 

In the suit for services, Chivers de- 
clares that he did architectural work 
for Lewis and the Lewis Publishing Co. 
to the amount of $105,641.51, and that 
he has received but $8980 in casn. 

The petition says that nominally he 
has been paid $18,749.47 on account, but 
adds about $10,000 of this was in ad- 
vertising at exorbitant’ rates forced 
upon him by Lewis. He asserts that a 
reasonable value of the advertising he 
accepted was $2000. 

The petitions were, sent by mail «from 
San Francisco, where Chivers is now 
living. They are in legal form, but no 
attorney’s name appears on them. 
Efforts to get Mr. Lewis’ version of 
the matter by telephone were unavall- 
ing up to the hour this edition of the 
Post-Dispatch went to press.

I want to be kept 
two or three days and nights in my 
own home, and I want my funeral, 
also Mr, Tohler’s, preached together 
by the Jefferson Street Presbyterian 
minister. I want you to give-the 
minister $10 for his services. I don’t 
want my grave more than three feet 
deep. If you. publish my letter, 
please publish it in the Cosmgs- 
Monitor, 

The funeral was preached by the Rev

Presbyterian Church, and the grave in 
the city cemetery. was shallow, as Mrs.

“Hion. H. 8. Hadley, Jefferson City, 
Mo.—We feel that the opposition of 
Ghairman Kiel and his 16 associates in 
the City Committee to the new charter 
to be voted for on Tuesday is alienating 
the independent, progressive arid though- 
ful citizens of St. Louis and is identify- 
ing the Republican organization with 
the worst elements in the city. 

So far as we can learn, the gommit- 
tee’s objection to the charter is based 
largely upon petty personal and faction- 
al considerations and if successful will 
work incalculable injury to the party. 
Your assistance to avert that disaster 
would be mich timely and effective.

The Governor forwarded the following 
reply to Messrs. Brookings, Bixby, Mal- 
linckrodt and Stix:

BOYD TAKES LAST 
RAP AT CHARTER 


His Letter Calls Civil Service 
a Sham. Referendum a Fake 
and Recall Absurd. 

The Rev. Dr. W. W. Boyd, former 
pastor of the Second Baptist Church, 


sent a letter to a meeting under the 
auspices of the People’s League at Thir- 
teenth street and Chouteau avenue Sun- 
day; summing up the final arguments 
of the opposition to the proposed city 
charter. 

Pr. Boyd withdrew his name from the 
list of People's League speakers after it 
called a meeting in South St. Louis 
within three blocks of where F. W. 
Lehmann, chairman of the Board of 
Freeholders, was addressing another 
meeting. Dr. Bovd denounced this as an 
“ungentlemanly and discourteous act’ 
toward Lehmann. 

Dr. Boyd said in the letter, which was 
read by 8S. L. Moser, that he had read 
Lehmann’s speeches, and had not 
changed, his opinion on the charter. 

He said he was still convinced that 
certain provisions would work irrepara- 
ble harm to small taxpayers, and that 
the charter turns over the city to special 
interests without adequate protection of 
the people’s rights. Dr. Boyd declared 
that the civil service provision was & 
sham, the referendum a “fake,’’. and 
the recall “‘absurd.’’ | 

“We have heard of statesmen who 
sucked eggs and hid the shells, but it 
was reserved for the freeholders to suck 
the eggs and give the people the shells,” 
he said. | 

Dr. Boyd insisted that the Board of 
Public Improvements could tax the smal! 
property owner out of existence. He ob- 
jected to the abolition of the Auditor 
and the Heuse of Delegates, and the 
dictatorship of the Mayor. Dr. Boyd de- 
clares that the abolishment of the House 
of Delegates was _a mistake, because 
the worst combines and corruption have 
existed in the Council, 

Dr. Boyd criticised the provisions rela- 
tive to the public utility ownership, and 
gaid the charter was so written that the 
city-could not build its own utilities, but 
would have to acquire them from some- 
one else. a 

What Boyd Said. 

Discussing Lehmann’s analysis of 
the charter, the Rev. Dr. Boyd said 
in part: 

“He says nothing as to the limita- 


tions of general taxation; nor of the} 


ness; nothing of any consequence con- 
cerning the proposed dictatorship of 
the Mayor, whose appointments and 
removals can not be reviewed by the 
Council. All this, and more, is passed 
over in silence. 

“He does pot explain why, when fran- 
chises are granted to ‘persons or cor-

ture its powers are in the express 
words, to ‘acquire,’ ‘lease’ or ‘operate.’ 
Why were not the same words used in 
both instances, as they occur in the 
Same’ paragraph*’, He does, howeevr, 
attempt to show that ‘acquire,’ and ‘con- 
struct’ mean precisely the same thing,

Century Dictionary, who agree that} 
there is a wide difference of medning]}. 
in the words ‘acquire’ and ‘construct,’ 
the word ‘acquire’ expressing the ac- 
quisition of what is more or less perm- 
anent and the word ‘construct’ express- 
ing the creating of or building of some- 
thing new.

Attorney Declares Congress- 
man-Elect’s Personal Account 
Was Under the Limit. 








$3000 PAID FOR FLAGS 


Money Also Expended for Can- 
vassers, Pictures of Candi- 
date and Advertising. 


Daniel Catlin, millionaire father of 
Theron Catlin, who was elected to Con- 
gress from the Eleventh District on the 
face of the returns, spent more than 
$10,000 on his son’s election, without h'‘s 
son’s knowledge, according to Clev»- 
land A. Newton, Theron Catlin’s at- 
torney. 

“The claim made by Patrick F. Gill, 
the contestant, that Theron Catlin spent 
more money than is permitted by law 
in @ congressional election,” said New- 
ton, “is absolutely false and one of the 
first witnesses we will have on the 
stand will be Theron Catlin’s father, 
who will show that it was his money 
that was spent and not Theron’s and 
that his son had absolutely no knowl- 
edge of the expenditure. Daniel Catlin 
gave about $11,000 to Attorney Dan Kir- 
by to spend on Theron’s candidacy and 
several hundred dollars of this was re- 
turned after the election. 

“This money was spent in a perfectly 
legitimate way and every cent of it can 
be acounted for. Mr. Catlin will testi- 
fy that $3000 of this money was spent 
on 35,000 campaign flags which were dis- 
tributed to the school children in the 
aistrict;. that in 152 precincts canvassers 
were hired for every precinct, both on 
registration day and on election day and 
these men received $5 each each time 
they served; that part of the money was 
spent in having picture posters of The- 
ron Catlin made which were put up all 
over the district. Pictures of the candi- 
date were inserted in programs of vari- 
ous entertainments, in magazines and 
newspapers. 

Father Didn’t Tell Him. 

“According to law,’’ continued New- 
ton, “‘the candidate himself can only 
spend $750 on his own election, but any- 
body else can spend as much as he sees 
fit on the candidate. 

“In the present case Theron Catlin 
spent almost $100 less than his limit set 
by law and has an itemized account of 
the expenditure of every cent, which 
account will be used as evidence. . At 
the same ffme he knew absolutely noth- 
ing of the money that his father was 
spending in his behalf. 

“Hig father had purposely made 
him think that his election would de- 
pend entirely on his own efforts, as 
he wanted Theron to get out and 
really work for it. When the dinner 
was. given for the Congressional 
Committee by Theron Catlin he 
showed his ignorance of Dan Kirby’s 
connection with the campaign by -not 
even inviting him to be present and 
it was only when Nat Goldstein, head 
of that committeee, suggested that 
Mr. Kirby be invited that Theron 
Catlin became aware of the true con- 
dition of affairs.”’ 

Miss Catlin Is Summoned. 

At the taking of depositions in the 
Gill-Catlin contest case in the office of 
Attorney Peter T. Barrett Monday, the 
‘forenoon session was taken up with the 
testimony of witnesses who canvassed 
the poll books for Gill. 

About twenty of these witnesses iden- 
tifled the copies of the poll books which 
they had made. They gave no testi- 
mony as to the results of their canvass. 

Attorneys Cleveland A. Newton and 
Marion C. Eearly, representing Catlin, 
protested against continuing the hear- 
ing after Monday, which they contend is 
the last day allowed for it by law. Bar- 
rett said that he would proceed despite 
the protest. 

Miss Irene Catlin has been summoned 
to testify Tuesday in regard to a din- 
ner given to workingmen at the Cat- 
lin home the day after the election. 

Attorney Newton said that Miss Catlin 
is ill and he does not think she will 
be able to appear. It was announced 
several days ago that she was slightly 
indisposed.

Bert E. Shea Declares: He Never 
Swore to His Signature Be- 
fore Official. 


In the hearing Monday before Special 
Government Examiner Gehman in the 
Federal building, to recover from the 
Yampa Anthracite Coal Co. lands which 
it acquired in Colorado, Bert E. Shea, a 
Pullman conductor, $404 Bell avenue, 
testified that clerks in the Recorder of 
Deeds’ office, by request of a Yampa of- 
ficial, made application through the 
company, for 160 acres apiece. — 

Shea was a copytst in the Recorder’s 
office from 1903 to 1907. He testified 
that in July, 1905, William P. Lighthold- 
cr, deputy clerk, under whom he-worked, 
came to him with a’'man whom he intro- 
duced as William P. Fay. Lightholder 
said: ‘“‘Shea, this is Mr. Fay, a friend 
of mine. I would liké you to favor him, 
and anything you can do for him will 
be appreciated by me.’’ 

Shea testified that Fay, who was 
prominent in: the Yampa company, 
asked him to sign an application for 
land in Colorado. He said Fay told him 
it was necessary to get up a petition 
for the land, just as a petition had to be 
signed in an application for a saloon li- 
cense. Shea said he signed and that 
similar application papers were passed 
around among the other clerks and that 
many of them signed. 

Applications signed by the clerks were 
introduced in evidence Monday. Each 
one, sworn to, bore the seal of William 
Baer, notary public, and the oath of 
each clerk was attached thereto. 

Shea denied that he had ever sworn 
to the application he had made, al- 
though his acknowledgment and signa- 
ture was there to it. He said he had 
never seen Baer. 

Among the clerks who signed similar 
applications for Colorado lands, accord- 
ing to the testimony of Shea, were: Jo- 
seph Bay, James Haekett, August 
Schwartz, J. P. Kennemeyer, James Mc- 
Dowell, John T. Meehan, John A. Bra- 
dy, P. J. McCarthy, E. F. Stock and 
Richard P. Morris. 

The coal lands applied for by these 
clerks aggregates 3000 acres, and is 
worth $750,000. 

Attorney Park, for the defense, ob- 
jected to Shea’s testimony, saying that 
there was nothing in the papers sub- 
mitted to show that the city hall clerks’ 
claims for land had ever been entered 
at the land office. 

“If they had been,” he said, ‘it would 
have had no bearing on this case, as 
the land which they are alleged to have 
claimed was 30 miles from the land held 
by the Yampa company.’”’

John Burton, 
boasted of his strength

Brenner, a witness Monday in Burton’s 
trial at Edwardsville. 
Brenner told of entering Louis Os- 
wald’s saloon in Marine, Ill., the night 
of the tragedy, and of finding Hurton 
there with Leo Weibracht and Louis 
Wentz, whom subsequently he killed, 
comparing the muscles of their arms 
and legs.- Wentz and Weibracht were 
men of unusual] strength and stature, 
but they had to admit, Brenner said, 
that they were no matches for the 
young Alton athlete. 
Brenner said there was no fil..nature 
shown among the men. He lives not far 
from the vacant house where Burton 
and his companion went to spend that 
August night, and. about 10:50 p. m., he 
said, he heard scuffling, moaning and 
gasps at the house. 
Supposing “that the struggle was not 
serious, Brenner did not investigate it, 
he said. 
Burton did not summon anyone to the 
house until midnight. He then told a 
neighbor of the struggle, and declared 
that he did not Know he had killed the 
men until he returned with the neighbor 
to the house. 

Had Hands at Throat. 

Whether the noises Brenner heard 
were due to a scuffle prior to that 
which resulted in the double death has 
not yet appeared from the testimony. 
Burton is the only surviving eyewitness 
of the occurrences in the house. 

Louis Tauler, who tended bar for Os- 
wald, said he saw Burton with his 
hands at Wentz’s throat while ‘they 
were drinking at the bar, and started to 
separate them, but that Wentz said Bur- 
ton was just trying to stop his hic- 
coughs. 

Weibracht, known in Marine as Dutch 
Loule, did not join the other two until 
10 o'clock. They then left Oswald's 
place and went to the house, owned by 
Wentz’ mother, to spend the night. 

John Hughes, bartender for Wentz, 
who was a saloonkeeper, said that 
Wentz was 5 feet 11 inches tall and 
weighed 17% pounds. Weibracht, he 
said, was 6 feet tall and weighed 190 
pounds. Burton was 6 feet 2 inches and 
weighed 223 pounds. - 

None of the witnesses examined dur- 
ing the morning’ told of any open breach 
between Burton and his companions. 
Burton's story was that they tried to 
rob him of his wages as a plumber, and 
}that in resisting them in the dark he 
unintentionally strangled them to death.

N “Daddy Dufard” at the Garrick 
| Sunday night Albert Chevalier 

proved to a greatly enthusiastic au- 
which enabled him to take the foremost 
place among the world’s music hall ex- 
ponents of vital character-types have 
now been so faithfully developed as ‘to 
place him in the front rank of high 
comedians on the iegitimate stage. 

It was a singularly interesting and 
memorable exposition, this of the devel- 
opment of the singer of London’s coster 
songs into the creator of the keenly hu- 
man Daddy Dufard, a lovabie old 
French nobleman reduced to the necessi- 
ty of earning his daily bread in the piti- 
ful aspect of a broken-down actor.

Repeatedly during the progress of the 
play the action of the story was mo- 
mentarily halted by irrepressible ap- 
plause due to work on the part’ of the 
star so compelling either in its hu- 
morous or emotional quality, that those 
who witnessed it apparently could not 
refrain from immediately manifesting 
their hearty approval of its ppnvinas 
artistry. 

At the close of every act Mr. Cheva- 
lier, sometimes alone and sometimes in 
association with a very excellent sup. 
porting company, was brought to the 
footlights time and again, the house 
ringing with keenly appreciative ac- 
claim. 

When the clever little comedy was 
ended and the last curtain fell, this 
evening-long applause still continued. 
Bowing and smiling, but steadfastly 
and properly refusing to ‘‘come out of

The play itself is one of the cleverest 
of little comedies, not claiming to be 
great drama, but generously informed 
with shrewd character-drawing, faithful 
in incident, sincere in spirit and, most 
happily of all, not at any moment tend- 
ing to exaggeration. 

Its central figure, in addition to tick- 
ling one’s ribs with wholesome and nat- 
ural laughter, now and then tugs also 
at one’s heart-strings with a hint of the 
wistful pathos of his diminished estate. 
He is not only Achille Talma Dufard, 
the old-school French actor, employing 
all his delicate Gallic wit and humor- 
ously tolerant knowledge of human 
weakness to secure a stage engagement 
and consequent footlight success for his 
beloved daughter. He is as well the 
veritable Baron Dufard of the old 
French nobility, under whose shabby 
coat—so shabby that it prevented his 
own casting in a small part that de- 
manded fairly good apparel—there 
throbs a plucky heart that still dreams 
of restored rank and fortune and the 
replacing of his dear daurchter and him- 
self in their rightful station in life. And 
it is this contrast of brave dreams with 
sordid reality that makes the whole 
story of the play—the dreams coming 
true at the last, to the immense satis- 
faction of an audiente that has grown 
to love old Dufard with a surpassing 
tenderness. 

Mr. Chevalier plays the role of “Dad- 
dy” Dufard with absolute fidelity to the 
spirit of its creative conception, in 
which, too, he shares the playwright 
honors with Mr. Lechmore Worrall, an 
English dramatist. During the course 
of the evening he is enabled at one mo- 
ment’to appear in his own proper per- 
son as Albert Chevalier, singing his fa- 
mous “Mrs. ’Enry ‘Awkins,” ‘The 
Workhouse Man,” and “Right as Nine- 
pence,’ the second-named being a reci- 
tative, never before heard in St. Louis, 


poignant voicing of the sorrow of an 
old pauper whose relegation to an alms- 
house means his separation, in life’s 
piteous decline, from ‘his beloved old 
wife, who must needs be placed in a dif- 
ferent charity “home” under the cruel 
provisions of the English law. I saw 
many persons, men as well as women, 
furtively wiping the tears from their 
eyes at the close of this soul-moving 
little chant of what ‘“‘Bobby” Burns calls 
“age and want, that ill-matéhed pair.”’

The 
company as a whole was excellent, its 
work so unfailingly good, indeed, that 
there is no warrant for further indi- 
vidual mention. 


“BRIGHT EYES” AT CENTURY. 

When the curtain dessended on the 
fine spectacle of the first act of ‘Bright 
Eyes” last night, showing New York 
in gala attire, with fireworks and flying 
airships, choruses singing ‘For You 
Bright Eyes’’ and the enlarged orchestra 
doing its best work, one felt that this 
latest member of the ‘“‘Three Twins’ and 
“Mme. Sherry’’ family was to be one 
of its most worthy members. 

But, alas, ‘“‘Bright Eyes,”’ at once be- 
came incorrigible. All through the sec- 
ond act she drifted ih lazy fashion, with 
Cecil Lean using his utmost effort to 
carry her through the “‘barn-storming”’ 
episode that takes up most of the inter- 
val between the first and second cur- 
tain.
